Declaring that the Long Beach pub­ 
lic m arket has been 
an 
unqualified 
success, Frank M. Cates, commission­ 
er of public works, and his secretary, 
Mrs. Morgan, last night outlined to an 
audience, small but interested, at the 
city hall, many of the main points con­ 
cerning the method of management of 
the Long Beach market. 
Recently the Santa 
Ana 
Trustees 
passed an ordinance, founded upon the 
Long Beach ordinance, by which a pub­ 
lic m arket can be established on Third 
street at Birch Park. 
As a prelim in­ 
ary step to starting the market, Cates 
was asked to come here and explain 
to the people of Santa Ana the ins and 
outs of the business. 
Cates was introduced by Mayor A. 
J. V i el. 
Gates said that the market 
was established in 1913 by the W om ­ 
an’s Civics Club. 
H e took charge two 
and a half years 
ago. 
The 
market 
contains seventy-two ten-foot spaces, 
and there is a w aiting list of from ten 
to forty anxious to get on to the mar­ 
ket. 
The m arket is a great advertis­ 
ing aeset. 
The flower booths are won­ 
derfully attractive. 
Everything Clean 
No horses are allowed to stand on 
the market. 
Boys take 
the 
horses 
aw ay and bring them back for fifteen 
cents each. 
Inspectors see that noth­ 
ing but good products are sold. E v e ry ­ 
thing is kept clean, and if a man fails 
to keep his ijpace clean he is fired off 
the market. 
The housewife buys for an average 
of 15 per cent less than she could oth­ 
erwise. 
The m arket does away with 
the itinerant, unreliable peddler, and 
it has cleared the city of the peddlers 
of overripe fruits, sent out from Los 
Angeles. 
A fee of 25 cents a day to' charged, 
and the income to the city is about 
$280 a month, ana it 
costs 
$145 
a 
month to run it. 
The surplus is used 
in furnishing work to men out of em­ 
ployment, either trim ming city trees, 
cleaning weeds off the parkings 
or 
cutting wood at the municipal wood­ 
pile. 
l he market has proved of great ben- 
eut to many worthy poor people who 
are enabled to make a living. 
A worn- j 
an who bakes bread at her own home | 
can go on the market the equal of any 
business man, while if she went from I 
house to house she could not help feel­ 
ing that she was begging people 
to 
buy her bread. 
Charitable Institution, 
Cates declared the maraet has turn­ 
ed out to be a great charitable institu­ 
tion, as through it many get on their 
feet, and it furnishes a fund to provide 
work 
for 
the 
unemployed. 
Mrs. 
Morgan ¡8 head of the charitable work 
of the city, Long Beach making

department a city affair rather than 
one for donations through an associat­ 
ed charities. 
Cates declared that the m arket has 
harmed no business, as 
things 
sold 
upon it scarcely ever interfere with 
busiuess houses.

Of those selling on tne market on a re­ 
cent day, 85 per cent were residents 
of Long Beach.

“Farm Loan Banks "ill help rather 
than injure business of banks,” in the 
opinion of J. A Turner, cashier of the 
Farmers

the annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the bank last Tuesday, in reply to 
a q uastion as to whether 
the 
Farm 
Loan banks would affect private banks 
adversely. 
"Anything that helps the 
farmer, 
helps the business men of any com­ 
munity,” said Turner. 
"It is possible 
that the establishment of the Farm 
Loan banks will draw some business 
from private financial institutions be­ 
cause of the low rate of interest, but 
this loss will be offset by increased 
bank deposits if the farmers are pros­ 
perous.”

National

associations 
have been organized at Anaheim and 
Carden Grove by H. O. Gardner, secre­ 
tary of tne National Farm Loan asso­ 
ciations. who makes his headq uarters 
in Santa Ana.

From reports the rural credit facili­ 
ties is meeting with the approval of 
farmers in every section. 
There are 
few rural communities in the country 
that have not formed, or are not now 
engaged in forming, one or more of tne 
local credit associations necessary to 
obtain the loans. 
The system is not yet fully organiz­ 
ed. 
It may take three or four months 
more to get it in general operation. 
But already 
applications 
for 
loans 
have been made in due form by 50,000 


farmers. 
They want to borrow, on an 
average, about $3000 a niece Thus the 
aggregate loans already 
asked 
for 
amount to 
$150,000,000. 
The

may be twice that before the winter is 
over. 
a 11 of that money will go into im­ 
proving land, erecting farm buildings, 
supplying farms with better livestocK 
and mechanical eq uipment and paying 
oft farm mortgages. 
It will all mean, 
mrectly or indirectly, farm 
improve­ 
ment. 
The wholesome effect of $200,- 
000,000 or $300,000,000 turned to such 
a purpose all at once is sure to be felt 
as a stimulus to American agriculture, 
resulting in increased production and 
greater prosperity for the farming pop­ 
ulation. 
The millions devoted to this end wnl 
be borrowed by the farmers at rates 
of interest no greater than those paid 
by merchants and manufacturers.

PEAT SUPPLIES MOTOR 


FUEL IN AUSTRALIA 


CHICAGO, Jan. 13— Renort comes 
from Australia and New Zealand that 
a process has been found by which 
about seven gallons of motor fuel can 
be extracted from the peat in which 
the kauri gum is found. 
The peat 
yields from 20 to 30 gallons a ton, and 
25 per cent of this can be used for 
fuel, while the rest brings good re­ 
turns as material ior making varnish­ 
es. 
Kauri gum is the sap. or pitch, of 
p*i1ehistoriyj pines. 
Pure kauri gum, 
which combs from th# swamps of New 
Zealand, is too valuable to be refined 
for fuel, but the peat in which it is 
found will yield an inferior grade of 
the gum and an oil that is supposed 
to be a partial decomposition of the 
gum.
